E d i t o r T e l e g r a p h ; 
As Manchester is interesting chieiiy 
from a commercial point of view I will 
say little of my visit there ex cept that 
I visited the famous Bellevue Gardens 
—celebrated locally for its music, tire 
works, etc. 
Io g oing from Manchester to New­ 
castle, 
I passed throug h Rochdale, 
where John Brig ht lived anti is buried. 
On this trip also I cauvht my first 
g limpse of the North Sea. 
Newcastle is noted for its ex tensive 
production of coal—hence the folly of 
carry ing cca s to Newcastle ” 
When 
arrived In that town 1 observed that 
the streets were all decorated. 
There 
were mottos of “ Welcome1’ up in the 
station, and every thing , big crowds and 
a 1, had 
a g ala-dav appearance. 
At 
¡¡rst 1 thoug ht the people had heard of 
my intended coming and had intended 
all this preparation for a splendid sur­ 
prise. 
I learned later, however, that 
it was only the Prince and Princess of 
Wales who had been there that day . 
The Prince had come to lay the corner 
stone of a new infirmary , and one 
enthusiastic Briton informed me that 
he had broug ht forty of hi0 own horses 
with him. 
Opposite Newcastle lies Gateshe ad, 
another big town. 
The two cities are 
connected Ly a fine hig h bridg e over 
the Ty ne. 
Being anx ious to see » Edinburg h. I 
nex t proceeded 
to 
this 
p la c e -th e 
“ Athens of the North.*' 
The weather 
has manifested an unfriendly spirit 
and during the g reater part of my stay 
there has been cloud, ft g and Scotch 
‘mist." 
During most of the time I 
have been on this side the Channel 
there have been rather g loomy skies. 
Even when the weather doesn’t intend 
to do any thing , it pouts, clouds over, 
a « d may be drops a few sulky tears. 
in aoout ton minutes after the train 
stopped, 1 was up in old Hig h street 
photog raphing 
.John 
Knox ’s house. 
Holy rood Palace came nex t. Of course 
i went thru it. and had a very interest­ 
ing visit. 
As 1 have not intended my 
letters to be historical, 1 wild cot recite 
the story of the place. 
Suffice tu say 
that Queen Mary 's bed beg ins to look 
very musty and the counterpane very 
rag g ed. 
The blood stain on the floor 
which was pointed out for hundreds of 
y ears, showing where the Queen’s priv­ 
ate secretary wasimurdered, 1 presume 
had to be renewed every time they put 
down a new floor. 
I climbed 
Scott's 
monument 
on 
Prince’s street and then went over to 
photog raph the house Sir Walter lived 
in from about 
18 00 to 18 25 . 
While en 
route 1 was amused at the man who a t­ 
tends to the electric lig hts, which are 
mounted on hig h iron poets. 
He drag ­ 
g ed a small Effiel Tower around with 
him, mounted on two wheels. When he 
came to a lamp post, he worked a lever 
and the center of the tower rose hig her 
and hig her—until he could reach the 
lamp. Aft rward he worked the lever, 
iet the tower down, loaded up his 
tools, g ot between 
the shafts 
and 
went on to the nex t post. 
The way these Europeans kill time 
over here I should think would make 
old Father Time feel like Iling iDg his 
hour-g lass at them or g etting after 
them with his ey the. 
Waiting at a 
“ Booking ’ window for a railway tick­ 
et is often enoug h to make an Ameri­ 
can frantic. 
My g rip oecame so load­ 
ed with g uide books and photog raphs 
that i concluded to ship it ahead to 
Glasg ow. 
When I stepped into the 


ber that some time ag o the British 
g overnment wanted a certaiu number 
of iron bridg es for Eg y pt. 
The British 
manufacturers not being able to fur­ 
nish them on time, the order was g iven 
to American manufacturers, who had 
them put in place, I believe before the 
contract time had ex pired. 
I think I 
have ascertained the reason why . 
Be­ 
fore an Eng lish firm makes a bridg e 
they must have the plans and specifi­ 
cations. 
They then work from them 
and manufacture the bridg e. 
All the 
American wants to know is the leng th 
of the span, weig ht to be sustained, etc. 
Even if he does not have the bridg e in 
stock, the plans and specifications for 
a d sorts of bridg es o n in stock and the 
material and machinery ready , with 
hustling American workmen, to turn 
out a ‘'rush” order. 
I have not written much about Edin­ 
burg h. nor did I intend to. 
My inten­ 
tion from the first was to devote my at­ 
tempts with both camera aDd pen to 
“ bits by the way side.”

For a 
long time the price of many liquid 
commodities sold in 
bulk 
lias 
been 
gauged by the- price of the barrels in 
which they are transported. 
The bar­ 
rels are constructed 
for 
the 
greater 
part of paper cardboard, which is im ­ 
pervious to water. 
They are slightly 
shorter in height than 
the 
ordinary 
barrrel, but will hold as much, as they 
are without the 
usual 
bilge 
of 
the 
wooden barrel. 
The paper in the walls 
of the barrel is three-fourths of an 
inch in thickness, of many plies, be­ 
tween which are thick coatings of a 
specially prepared 
glue. 
About 
the 
middle of the barrel is a single hoop 
of steel, three inches wide and three- 
eights of an inch thick. 
This, there­ 
fore,extends from the barrel to such a 
distance as to permit of the barrel be­ 
ing readily swung about on its center. 
Jheased over the ends of the walls of 
the barrel are rims of 
pressed 
steel 
three-fourths of an inch thick and ex­ 
tending downward three inches.

Consul, “ or cars, as they are called, are 
carriages on run tiers, instead of wheels. 
Some of the private cats are beautifully 
upholstered. 
The bodies are made of 
hard wood, carved and finely finished. 
The bullocks are large, well groomed, 
and can be safely used up or down hill 
at almost any angle. 
Every 
driver 
carries a rag or coarse towel well sat­ 
urated with grease. 
This from time to 
time he puts down in front for tlis 
runners to pass over. 
In summer dur­ 
ing the dry season, the grease and fric­ 
tion make the pavements almost as 
smooth as glass, arid this compels tin- 
buying of Madeira-made boots.

soles of these boots are 
spongy and 
cling to the pavement,”

been left there by the inhabitants of a 
province infected with ague. 
A tree 
bung with rags was found by another 
traveler, in Africa. 
Crooked pins, old 
clothes, pebbles, 
shells, 
rusty 
nails, 
small coins, and even bundles of heath 
were considered appropriate thank-of­ 
ferings at shrines in earlier days, for 
it was believed that the 
saints 
and 
Apostles did not care for articles cf 
value. 
Such was the superstitious adoration 
of fountains that, it was forbidden by 
the sixteenth of the canons issued in 
960, in the reign of King Edgar, and it 


w a s condemned by the canons of St. 
Anselm. 
It was also interdicted by 
laws passed in the reign of K in g Can­ 
ute.
